This Amendment is responsive to the Office Action of February 9, 2006. 

This Amendment amends claim 3 1 to correct an obvious error; namely, that each winding 
has different portions that are arranged adjacent the concave, convex and end surfaces of the associ- 
ated segment (not winding). 

The present Amendment accompanies a Notice of Appeal of claims 3 1 and 34-37, and simply 
amends independent claim 3 1 in a minor way to correct the obvious error Entry and consideration 
of this Amendment is expressly authorized by 37 C.F.R. §1.116, which provides in pertinent part:
